Utah teachers ask colleges for support 


Utah’s striking teachers will hold a mass meeting at 2 p.m. Monday in Salt 
Lake City’s Liberty Park to demonstrate in solidarity of the state-wide 
teacher walkout. 

The Utah Education Association, upset with the state legislature’s refusal 
to appropriate part of the state budget surplus toward education, will strike in 
nearly all Utah public schools today. Strikes by teachers began Friday in 
Davis County and quickly spread across the state. 

Ina related development, UEA President Jim Campbell urged teachers at 
Utah’s universities and colleges to support the strikers. He asked students 
and teachers to shine the headlights of their cars and trucks in a show of 
solidarity with the strikers. 

According to BY U spokesman Brent Harker, the UEA has made no formal 
request that the university express agreement with the union’s position. “I’ve 
talked with the education faculty. They’ve not been contacted. They were, 
however, contacted by the union in order to inform (BYU) student teachers 
that they will not have to student teach tomorrow,” said Harker. 

Harker added that BYU will continue its support of public education. “The 
university supports education in many, many ways.” He cited BY U’s partner- 
ship program with public schools, where expertise is shared by both institu- 
tions. 


Bush will address ‘changed’ assembly 


UNITED NATIONS — When President Bush addresses the General As- 
sembly today, he will stand before an institution that has changed dramatically 
since his days as the U.S. representative to the United Nations. 

Gone are ritual denunciations of the West by Soviet and Third World 
speakers. 

Harmony and cooperation are now the watchwords in the General Assem- 
bly, and most resolutions are adopted by consensus. 

The Soviet Union has emerged as the mover and shaker in international 
diplomacy, standing in marked contrast to the Bush administration’s cautious, 
reactive approach to world affairs. 

Bush aides said Sunday that his first presidential address to the United 
Nations will include a major chemical weapons proposal and a call for interna- 
tional cooperation on drugs, terrorism and the environment. 


Baker says success will silence critics 

JACKSON HOLE, Wyo. — Secretary of State James A. Baker III said 
Sunday that the success of his meeting with the Soviet foreign minister should 
silence congressional critics and dampen their appetite for unilateral arms 
cuts. 

Despite progress on talks to cut strategic, conventional and chemical 
weapons and the signing of six accords Saturday, Baker said the Soviet Union 
still was “a military threat.” 

“T think it would be quite naive for the United States to talk about unilateral 
reductions of its strategic arsenal,” Baker said on the CBS-TV program “Face 

. the Nation.” 

The Bush administration, he said, remains committed to the Strategic 
Defense Initiative and deploying new classes of long-range bombers and 
mobile missiles. 

- Baker’s four-day session with Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard A. Shevard- 
nadze yielded an agreement to hold a summit in the United States next spring 
or summer. 


Federal officials re-create fatal accident 


ALTON, Texas — Grief-stricken neighbors watched Sunday as a soft-drink 
delivery truck and a school bus carrying federal investigators retraced the 
path of a collision that killed 20 students. 

The National Transportation Safety Board said the tests helped determine 
the speed the bus was traveling Thursday on the two-lane road in southern 
Texas, 15 miles from the Mexico border. 

“We feel reasonably comfortable that the speed of the bus was somewhere in 
the range of, give or take, 30 miles per hour,” said NTSB member Lee 
Dickinson. 

The truck driver told authorities that his brakes failed and he went through 
a stop sign, striking the bus and sending it tumbling into the pit. 

There were 81 aboard the bus; 20. died-and 61 suryived. Funeyals for the last 
four victims were scheduled for today. The bus driyer, in stable sgndition, apd 
two girls, in critical condition, remained hospitalized Sunday. 


Hurricane leaves thousands homeless 


CHARLESTON S.C. — In the three-county area around Charleston, 
75,000 people were still out of their homes, Mayor Joseph P. Riley Jr. said. 
Schools are closed until further notice, and a dusk-to-dawn curfew remains in 
effect. 

“It’s scary out there,” said National Guard Staff Sgt. James Shugart after 
eoming off night patrol. “You don’t know what to expect. There are no lights. 
You don’t see anything open.” 

At least 775,000 people in the Carolinas remained without power. Sections 
of Charleston County may be groping without lights and refrigerators for a 
month or more. 

In Charlotte, N.C., which is 200 miles inland, 150,000 of the 375,000 resi- 
dents were without power and some could be without electricity for two 
weeks. 

North Carolina Gov. Jim Martin has asked for a federal disaster declaration. 
The National Guard was sent to Charlotte on Saturday to help the police.

“The Lord’s Kingdom must ulti- 
mately be found in our own hearts 
before it can be found anywhere else,” 
said Elder Faust.

thirty, she reminds us that “In mak- 
ing the thick darkness a swaddling 
band for the sea, God ‘set bars and 
doors’ and said, ‘Hitherto shalt thou 
come, but no further’; and then she 
asks, “But have we come even that 
far? Have we rowed out to the thick 


darkness, or are we all playing 


Annie Dillard does keep rowing 
out, essay after essay—and what did 
the word essay signify in the first 
place but trial, test, the risk of quest 
or single combat with an unknown 
and possibly monstrous foe?—and go- 
ing along for the ride can get bewil- 
dering and scary for us pinochle play- 
ers and deputies with our hands 
clamped to the gunwales. What do 
librarians and booksellers do with Dil- 
lard?

Me, I think all of Annie Dillard’s 
books ought to be in one place so we 
don’t have to scurry so much, though 
I don’t know its name. I think she’s 
been doing one thing all along, which 
I'll risk calling “Natural Theology.” I 
mean that she thinks and writes about 
God by staring at Nature; takes the 
measure of the mystery of Being by 
asking what and how it is to be here, 
now. Here now is Creation. If we be- 
lieve ina Creator, what does Creation 
say or. suggest about the Creator? 
What does the giant water bug say? 
The plummet of a mockingbird from a 
fourth-story roof gutter? The flare of 
candle wax through the burnt-out 
thorax of a moth? A little girl with her 
face burnt off by exploding fuel in a 
plane wreck? The final-instant terror 


of total solar exlipse? Sharks twisting 


in a backlit wedge of green cresting 
wave? “Grace tangled in a rapture 
with violence,” writes Dillard. Then: 
“We don’t know what’s going on 
here.” Her work delivers such shocks 
to our understandings, such openings 
onto awe. 

Dillard’s writing may remind us of 
Thoreau’s. But I think she rows out 
way beyond the Transcendentalists. 
She looks closer and harder at Na- 
ture, and with hardly a trace of pa- 
thetic fallacy. Like us, Dillard must 
confront Nature understood in scien- 
tific terms that arose after the Ro- 
mantics. And like a smaller number of 
us, and unlike Emerson and Thoreau 
with the cool comfort of the imper- 
sonal Oversoul, she confronts Na- 
ture, unless I’ve misread her, Nature 
in all its abundance, violence, beauty, 
complexity, in the belief that it has a 
personal Creator.

princess,” said Chad J. Flake, curator 
of Special Collections. 

Books and manuscripts that are of 
value or that are used heavily are 
kept in the library’s Special Collec- 
tions to preserve and protect them for 
future study. Anyone who is qualified 
can check out anything in Special Col- 
lections; however, simple curiosity is 
not a qualifier. 

“We're preserving them so that 
they can be studied,” Flake said. “The 
first edition of the King James Bible 
wouldn't be given to a freshman to 


s study for his bible class, but an upper- 


classman researching that particular 
edition would be able to study it.” 
The Americana Collection is the 
largest collection housed in Special 
Collections, and it is available to stu- 
dents without restriction, Flake said. 
The Mormon Collection is the most 
heavily used, and “A Mormon Bibli- 
ography” has been written by Flake 
to assist people in finding and study- 
ing LDS Church documents. The col- 
lection includes copies of the first and 
fourth editions of the Book of Mor- 
mon, The Women’s Exponent (fore- 
runner of The Relief Society 
Magazine), microfilmed copies of The 
Evening and The Morning Star, and 
all the LDS Church magazines. 
Special Collections also has a Victo- 
rian Collection, a Renaissance Collec- 
tion and a 19th century Collection. 
There are more than 10 different col- 
lections housed on the fourth floor of

text, Flake said. Before mass produc- 
tion of paper began in the mid-19th 
century, paper was made of pure cel- 
lulose and sized with gelatin. 

“Paper before mass production was 
fine,” he said. “All the materials used 
were inert and did nothing to destroy 
the paper.” Flake said Special Collec- 
tions has a book from the 15th century 


that is still in good condition and will 
be in good condition 500 years from 
now if the book is kept from elements 
that could cause damage. 

“Whether it was an absolute acci- 
dent or they knew what they were 
doing, they made an item that would 
endure,” said Flake of early paper 
producers. 

Paper produced today is finished 
with a sizing that breaks down into an 
acid. The acid works on the cellulose 
used to make paper and makes the 
pages brittle. “Almost from the be- 
ginning a modern book starts to dete- 
riorate,” Flake said. 

Not only is the paper produced to- 
day subject to decay, but also the 
bindings of books are easily damaged. 
Flake said a new book’s binding 
should be broken in before reading. 

Flake first became connected with 
Special Collections in 1957 when he 
was working in the documents section 
of the library.

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Mask Club experiments in theater

Sitting in the library all afternoon 
makes for a long day. Students need- 
ing a break from studies or simply 
wanting entertainment can watch 
plays done weekly at the Nelke Ex- 
perimental Theater in the Harris 
Fine Arts Center.

They do it 
themselves,” said the faculty advisor, 
Jean Jenkins. 

“This is an opportunity to see good 
scripts.

Most of the students who partici- 
pate belong to the Mask Club, which 
was organized by BYU professor T. 
Ear! Pardoe in 1904. Jenkins said the 
club is probably one of the longest 
running organizations on campus. 

According to Jenkins, Pardoe’s 
idea behind the club and experimental 
theater was to give students the op- 
portunity to direct and act. “This is 
one of the few universities in the 
country that gives student directors 
an opportunity to actually direct on 
stage,” she said. 

Creativity and variety is encour- 
aged at the theater. After all, it is 


experimental. The stage is unique 
from other stages because it’s not 
raised, but is at the same level as the 
front row seats. 

Jenkins said the directors must use 
beginning actors and actresses.

“Our first prior- 
ity is to help the 
students learn to be 
directors. Sec- 
ondly, we are here 
to help beginning 
actors and ac- 
tresses have an op- 
portunity to act,” 
said Jenkins.
